Church  State  Relations 

The  fifth  question  put  to  him 
was,  “Have  Russian  Baptists 
been  in  trouble  with  the  Sowct 
government?" 

Levindanto  answered  with  a 
frank  statement:  "Yes,  but  not 
for  religious  reasons." 

"Following  an  appeal  from 
World  Baptist  leaders  in  the 
early  1920  s,"  he  continued, 
"Russian  Baptists  became  paci¬ 
fists,  resisting  not  only  military 
service  but  service  in  military 
hospitals  as  well.  This  led  to 
imprisonment  of  certain  lead¬ 
ers  and  closing  of  sbirie  church¬ 
es. 

,  Later,  Baptist  farmers  rest-1 
ed  the  government  when  It  be¬ 
gan  nationalizing  private  pro¬ 
perty,  not  because  they  were 
Baptists,  but  because  they  were 
Baptists,  but  because  the  farm¬ 
ers  had  Urge  properties  wanted 
by  the  state.  This  led  to  their 
imprisonment.  He  said  present- 
day  Baptists  are  not  pacifist 
and  own  no  private  property. 

According  to  W.  O.  Lewis, 
European  secretary  for  the 
Baptist  World  Alliance,  who 
visited  Russia  last  year,  Lcvm- 
danto  accurately  reflects  Bap¬ 
tist  conditions  in  Russia.

And  they  do  keep  the  Sab¬ 
bath.  Arriving  in  new  Jerusa¬ 
lem  on  the  Sabbath  we  saw 
no  places  oif  business  open.  Al¬ 
most  all  auto  traf'ic  is  forbid¬ 
den.  Our  bus  driver  had  to  get 
a  special  permit.  Approaching 
Mt.  Zion,  place  of  the  Last  Sup¬ 
per  and  burial  place  of  David,  I 
he  could  not  drive  on  the  street 
w  hich  passes  by  but  had  to  stop 
almost  half  a  mile  away.  Sab- 
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said,  “l  here  U  no  difficulty  In 


procuring  individual  copies  but 
mass  importation  is  inipos- 
1  sible.” 

When  asked  why  mass  im- 
I  portation  was  impossible,  he 
1  answered,  “You  will  have  to 
]  refer  your  question  to  authori 
I  ties  higher  than  myself.” 

Two  Classes  of  Ministers 

This  was  the  second  question: 

|  How  many  ministers  do  you 
|  have  and  what  about  semi, 
naries?" 

In  Russia,  Levindanto  ex- 
I  plained,  there  are  two  classes 
of  ministers  —  pastors  and 
preachers. 

Every  church  has  a  pastor 

*  pjr? tfrrg  pgnplp.  fhtnigfo-- 
es  are  pitifully  small,  and  every 
church  has  from  two  to  12 
j  preachers.  Of  5,400  pastors,  33,- 
000  are  ordained.  Others  are 
go.ng  through  a  12-month  trial 
period  required  by  churches. 

There  are  no  Baptist  semin- 
aries  in  Russia,  though  Levin- 
danto  said  “Just  as  the  Ortho¬ 
dox  Russians  have  the  right  to 
have  seminaries,  we  also  have 
the  right,  but  due  to  considera¬ 
tions  of  finance,  building,  and 
teachers,  we  do  not  have  any.” 

Pastors  are  chosen  on  the 
basis  of  their  Christian  charac¬ 
ter,  Bible  knowledge,  faithful¬ 
ness  to  the  church,  and  preach¬ 
ing  ability.  Preachers,  on  the 
other  hand,  are  selected  for 
ability  to  speak  in  public  on 
Bible  questions. 

Extension  Organization 

To  the  third  question,  “Are 
you  permitted  a  national  or¬ 
ganization  of  any  kind,"  Levin- 
danto  responded,  "We  have  an 
extensive  national  organiza¬ 
tion.”  There  is  a  presidum  or 
general  council  of  12  members 
all  older,  experienced  men.  In 
addition,  there  are  60  district 
superintendents,  who  lead  as¬ 
sociations,  he  declared.

The  major  emphasis,  as  it  should 
have  been,  was  on  missions  and 
evangelism.  Many  of  those  present 
got  their  eyes  opened  to  the  world¬ 
wide  needs. 

Although  not  large  (8.500)  as 
compared  to  our  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  (11,500)  the  Congress 
was  an  eyeopener  to  many.  Many' 
of  them  came  from  countries  where 
Baptists  are  few  and  far  between. 
To  many,  100  Baptists  in  one  meet¬ 
ing  was  unheard  of.  For  them  to 
see  thousands  from  all  over  the 


The  bigness  of  the  field.  With 
all  but  a  few  small  Communist 
countries  represented  we  realized 
more  than  ever  before  that  “the 
Field  is  the  world.”  From  every 
continent  messengers  plead  for 


Our  marvellous  growth.  From  a 
few  thousand  a  century  ago  to  20 
million  now  justly  entitles  us  to 
the  distinction  of  being  the  fastest 
growing  major  denomination  in 
the  world.  And  vVhat  an  impact  we 
twenty  million  can  make  if  all  of 
us  could  visualize  the  field  and 
the  opportunities. 

All  the  messages  were  well  pre¬ 
pared  but  most  of  them  were  read.. 
That  made  them  cold  and  lifeless. 
One  brother  was  reported  to  have 
said,  after  hearing  three  scholarly 
discourses  READ  at  one  session. 
“I  sho’  am  gettin’  hongrv  for  some 
rail  preaching”. 

And  to  us  the  most  significant 
lesson  learned  was  that  in  most 
lands  it  costs  and  costs  jnuch  to 
be  a  Baptist. 

In  our  own  land  there  is  no  sac¬ 
rifice  to  make,  no  social  indignities 
to  suffer,  ..and  no  bttsmess  liabili¬ 
ties  to  incur.
